REPORT 


OF 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In presenting their annual report the Committee pro- 
pose to lay before the town the usual amount of statistical 
information and make some suggestions that may seem 
adapted to remove the existing evils and promote still far- 
ther the progress of our schools. 

One great inconvenience is want of funds. The amount 
of school money raised by the town is $425, which divid- 
ed among fourteen districts gives about $30 to each. 
With this small amount it is impossible to sustain a sum- 
mer and winter term in each district of any reasonable 
length. ‘True it is very unequally divided, some districts 
get more than $50 and some not more than $10 or $12. 
There ought not to be more than ten school districts in 
town, and if an arrangement could be effected to reduce 
the number to ten, and then good houses provided in all 
the districts, we should then be ready to go on in the 
march of improvement. 

The want of suitable houses is a very scrious evil. In 
some of the districts they are wholly unfit for use. In 
others nearly so; seats badly constructed, houses eold. 
Scholars in cold weather are obliged to be continually 
asking to go to the fire to warm which disturbs the school 
very much. Districts 5, 6 and 12 have good houses. 

Some of our districts have given liberally in board and 
fuel— the amount given in this way bemg $162. ‘This 
is an increase from last year and is believed to be more 
than ever given in any year before. On the whole the 
Committee think the condition of our schools is improve- 
ing; but there is room for much further improvement. 

Parents should look into their schools, they should visit 
them, they should see that their children obey the rules of 
school, they should be present at examinations and en- 
deavor to sustain and encourage their teachers, for it is a 
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fact that the success of our schools depend very much 
upon the interest manifested by parents and friends. 

We have had, the year past, some very excellent teach- 
ers, and some not quite so good. It is not difficult to 
find plenty of teachers with the requisite amount of edu- 
cation, but to find teachers who possess all the necessary 
qualifications, native force, energy of character, a mild 
aad social spirit, combined with an enthusiastic love of 
study, and the power and disposition to infuse these qual- _ 
ities into their pupils is more difficult. Literary attain- 
ments are not all we need in a teacher; they should be 
able to inspire their pupils with a love of study. They 
should be apt to teach. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 1. 

Summer Term was taught by Miss Mary A. Nason. 
Length of school, eight weeks. Average attendance, 38. 
‘The order in this school was good, and the improvement 
generally was pretty good, better in reading and spelling 
than in arithmetic. 

Winter Term of nine weeks was kept by Mr. A. J. 
Sargent. Average attendance, 41. Improvement in 
- algebra, arithmetic and grammar was very good; im read- 
ing and spelling, not so good. Discipline tolerable. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 2. 

Only one Term, Fall and Winter, of six weeks, kept 
by Miss Aurilla Heath. his was a good school, and the 
improvement, considering the length of school, was very 
good. Average attendance, 13. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 83. 

One Fall Term of eleven anda half weeks, kept by 
Miss Mary A. Nason. The average attendance was 24. 
Good order was secured in this school, but the improve- 
ment was not so good as could be wished. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 4. 

Summer Term of seven weeks was taught by Miss Syl- 
va W. Proctor. Average attendance, 20. ‘The improve- 
ment in this school was tolerably good. 

Winter Term of eight weeks was kept by IZ. R. T. 
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Sanborn. Average attendance was 20. Improvement 
in arithmetic was excellent; in reading and spelling, mid- 
dling. The house is so old and out of repair, it was al- 
most impossible to keep any order. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 5. 

The Summer Term was kept by Miss S. Alsina Heath. 
Length of school, ten weeks. Average attendance, 24. 
This school contains some very good classes in arithmetic 
and grammar, and the improvement was good. 

Winter Term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Sally 
Merrill. Average attendance, 27. Miss Merrill labored - 
hard in this school and we are happy to say not without 
success. ‘This district contributed in board and fuel $30. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 6. 

The Summer Term of eight weeks was kept by Miss 
Ann H. Wiggins. Average attendance was 20. The 
improvement in reading was good; in arithmetic fair, but 
in grammar, very little. 

Winter Term of eight weeks was taught by Mss Su- 
samnah T. Sargent. This was a perfect model school. 
Miss Sargent is a very energetic, faithful and industrious 
teacher. Her scholars are thoroughly drilled in all the 
elements of education. ‘The discipline was perfect, and 
the improvement in all the branches exceedingly good. 
Singing was introduced into this school with success. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 7. 

Winter Term of five weeks kept by Miss Cooper. Av- 
erage attendance, 9. There is no school house in this 
district fit for use. ‘The school was commenced in the 
house of Mr. Whipple and broken up in consequenee of 
sickness in the family, and was visited but once by the 
Committee. We cannot therefore judge of the improve- 


ment. 
DISTRICT NUMBER 8. 

The Summer Term of eight weeks was kept by Miss 
Alora F. Pervier. Average attendance, 31. The class 
in grammar did very well; but in other respects the school 
was nearly a failure. 
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Winter Term of eight weeks kept by Id. Richard B. 
Brown. Average attendance, 27. He succeeded in 
introducing a good degree of order, and the improvement 
in reading was very good; in grammar, arithmetic and 
geography, tolerable. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 9. 


Summer Term of eight weeks was kept by Miss Oren- 
da T. Kinsley. Average attendance was 14. 

The Winter Term of seven weeks was kept by Ji. A. 
R. Brown. Average attendance, 21. There was some 
trouble in this school between the teacher and some of the 
scholars, which proved injurious to the school and render- 
ed the improvement less than it would otherwise have 
been. | 

DISTRICT NUMBER 10. 


Summer Term of seven and a half weeks was kept by 
Miss Augusta M. Cooper. Average attendance, 88. 
The scholars were thoroughly drilled in the rules of read- 
ing and made good improvement. 

Winter Term of eight and a half weeks taught by Mr. 
Lorenzo D. Dunbar. The average attendance was 42. 
The discipline in this school was not the best. The teach- 
er lacks in energy. There is a class in arithmetic which 
stands high. ‘The house is badly constructed, and consid- 
ering the wealth of the district is far behind the times 
and should be remodeled. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 11. 


The Winter Term of sixteen weeks was kept by MZ. 
W. W. Stevens. Average attendance, 17. This school 
was marked by good order; by prompt and clear recita- 
tions, and by thorough instruction. Mr. Stevens’ devo- 
tion to his school is worthy of praise. A new house is 
very much needed in this district. This district contrib- 
uted $30, in board and fuel. 

7 DISTRICT NUMBER 12, 

The Winter Term of fourteen weeks was kept by Miss 

Laura A. Putney. Average attendance, 18. We are 
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happy to commend this school, both for its order and the 
improvement so far as we could judge,-there not being 
but a few scholars present at our last visit. This district 
has one of the best school houses in town. 

DISTRICT NUMBER 14. 


Winter Term of twelve and a half weeks was kept by 
Miss Susan A. McAlvin. Average attendance was 18. 
Miss McAlvin is a, good teacher, and a very decided im- 
provement was manifest in this school, particularly in 
arithmetic, reading and spelling.
